in most o tthe dear-hunting slates* 
or soon will be. And w th that popu- 
l,ii sport will "om ^ inovilnbly, the 
nv.vs accounts at falalilies in ihd 
cict'r country — 'mostly caused by 
hcnrt trouble r>hd gunfire. 


Only recently there came in .1 


news story from Wisiohtihi The 
writer had goHe back through the 
old records atld had found acroufits 
of the hunting fatalities in form- 
er years. In 1899( for example, 
3n.602 deer licehses Wore issued 
in Wisconsin, Twelve of those peo* 
pin died bV gunfire in the deer 
woods. 


In 1913, 163.000 cie'er nunterg look 


out Wisconsin license:) and 24 of 
them died by gunshot. Last year 
— HJ5Q — five were killed by gun- 
fire 
in Wisconsin; five 
fronv a 


total 
of 
278,000 
deer 
licenses. 


Things, from a .percentage stand- 
point. are improving in Wisconsin, 


But I don't thirm th:it the im- 


provement in 
huhting safety is 


confined 
to 
Wisconsin by • any 


means. Just imaaine what would 
lake place in Pontiyaivania if the 
Wisconsin percentage of 1899 was 
maintained. Should that happen, 
then 367 people would die In Shoot- 
ing accidents. No, today our per- 
centages are infinitely better and 
a man can do deer hunting with 
reasonable expectancy of coming 
home alive. 


Several things' ars responsible for 


the reduction of the percentage.^ of 
hunting accidents; First .off, 
the 


outdoor magazines and the outdoor 
editors of out newspapers keep 
hammering away -in. print, year 
after year, on the "rules, ot safe 
gun - handling. High,, schools- and 
grade schools conduct classes in 
conservation and the use .of the 
tools of the. outdoors.- Children, who 
are interested in hunting and fish- 
ing, 
now can be taught without 


charge of competent instructors. 


In addition, our state laws aro 


far more severe concerning shoot- 
ing accidents than they uspd Io 
be. In Pennsylvania a man is re- 
quired by law to report any shoot- 
ing accident without delay to his 
commission. A doctor who treats a 
gunshot wound must make a simi- 
lar report. 


The circumstances are investi- 


gated thoroughly and, more fre- 
quently of late, the shooter may 
be .charged with negligence and 
dealt with accordingly. 


Time was when red was the gen- 


erally accepted color for hunter 
protection. Any eye doctor 
will 


tell you that one of the most' com- 
mon phases of colorblindness is 
the green-red combinatioi. A red 
golf tee, for example, simply dis- 
appears in the green after you hit 
the ba.U. 


Careful scientific tests, conduct- 


ed on a rather elaborate icale, 
have shown that yellow is far moia 
outstanding than red as a hunting 
color, Also, the discovery of g.int- 
ron cloth, which builds up light 
reflection, has been a gic.il boon 
'to the hunters. A yellow gantron 
cap stands out in" a groe'i wood- 
cock cover like a lighthouse in a 
fog. 
Conversely, tests showed that 


red was fourth as a conspicuous 
color for woods' use 


Shooting accidents are not the 


only misfortunes which can over- 
take the deer hunter. Broken, bones 
sprains, etc., also take their toll. 
Mea forget that advancing years 
slow down the reactions and a 
false step can mean weeks in the 
hospital. For that matter; all too 
few men know how to w-Uk in 
the .woods are over rough ground. 
Watch one of the country boys 
walk "over rough 
terrain 
some 


time and you will see what I 
mean; 


Those fellows never straighten 


a knee completely as they walk- 
That sort of thing is all right for 
city sidewalks but in the outdoor? 
a knee should have some spring 
in it, just m case, Then, when a 
jfoot slips, /'the flexed, 'knee1 takes 
up the sift in wcjght and no dam- 
age is done, 


Bui the saddest and most nqcd» 


less accient o? all is that which 
happens to the heart of the un- 
wise hunter, All too many men 
Sit at desks for eleven and a 'iB)f 
months of th? year, Then they 
go "to a deer camp. Rough ground, 
mountainsides, 
and forest trails 


should be , negotiated slowjy. 


These fellows forget that they 


have been leading sedentary Jives 
and they make the mistake of try* 
ing to keep up with younger, more 
active 'men. Result — coronary 
troubles which all too frequently 
are fatal.

Keeping both eyes open while 


wing-shooting Is standard practice. 
To be sure some men do shoot 
with one eye closed but these are 
the exception rather than the rule, 
Most wing shots find that they 
can see their targets better by 
using both eyes. 


To shoot a shotgun and shoot it 


well, 
the 
shooter 
should know, 


which is his "master eye." Let's 
take a closer look at that one. 


My good friend, Henry Davis, of 


Remington Arms Co., explains the 
master eye In this way. He does 
it so well that 'I am quoting him, 
verbatim. This is. what he says: 


"It is a fact. that since there are 


two eyes to act as windows for the 
one brain, and these eyes 
are 


located some distance apart, each 
eye must see closetip objects dif- 
ferently since they have different 
viewpoints. Now Nature has taken 
care of this situation by giving 
one eye mastery over the other. 
Thus when an object is looked at 
close at hand, the Master 
Eye 


is the one the brain uses, the vis- 
ion o fthe other being disregarded 
because it would only disagree wtih 
what the Master Eye reports as 
seeing. When the two eyes vary 
in strength, the stronger will be 
found to be the .master. When the 
two are the same strength, there 
may be some question. The set- 
tling of this point is of prime jm- 
portance to the beginner in shoot; 


ing."To test this out, the shooter, 
if he is right-haded, should close 
the left eye, raise the gun to the 
right shoulder and take aim at 
some object 15 or 20 feet away, 
sighting along the top of the bar- 
rel with the right eye, When the 
aim is establised, the left eye 
should also be opened. If the aim 
remains clear and the appearance 
of the 'mark unchanged, then-the 
right eye is the "master. The shoot- 
er sould now shoot from the right 
shoulder with both eyes open. 


"If, on the other hand, when the 


gun is at the right shoulder and 
sighted with the right eye, the >ap- 
pearance of the picture changes 
with the opening of the left eye 
in such a way that the left side 
of the gun is seen and the mark 
appears to be to the left of the 
muzzle, then -the left eye is the 
master," 


Sometimes, as you grow older, 


the master eye can change. The 
tip-off is when you begin to miss 
birds, You lay that front sight on 
a bird, press the trigger, and the 
bird fails to come 
down, Then 


you wonder what in the world is 
wrong,
